WILSON HOPEFUL

“It was recently discovered,” 
he continued, “that approxi- 
mately 100 present and past 
members of the Communist 
party had been crossing daily 
into the United States in the 
El Paso area; also that the

The National Labor Relations 
Board held a _ representation 
election there last December 
and although results have not 
been announced Moore said 
there was reason to believe that 
employes of eight of the nine 
dealers voted against union 
representation. Delay in an- 
nouncing the result is due to 
challenged ballots raising issues 
not yet resolved. 

Union Shop Demanded. 

A month ago, Moore said, 
about 24 of the 125 employes 
originally involved went on 
strike and formed picket lines. 
They are asking for a contract 
which would violate Louisiana 
state law by a union shop pro- 
vision, he said. 

The dealers sought an injunc- 
tion against the picketing in 
state court, he said, but that was 
denied, the court holding that 
a recent Supreme Court deci- 
sion involving a Pennsylvania 
trucking firm gave jurisdiction 
in such matters to the NLRB. 

But when the dealers went to 
the board, he said, attorneys for 
the board told them the picket- 
ing was not an unfair labor 
practice under the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 

“Main Street America must 
have a tribunal from which will 
come needed relief in situations | 
like these,” Moore told the com- 
mittee. “In our judgment, the 
states are better able ta provide 
prompt relief in local labor dis- 
putes.” 

Senate Hearings End. 

Today's session concluded the 
Senate hearings on Taft-Hartley 
amendments.

Sharply Divided Opinions Hold Gambler’s

NA SIGNIFICANT decision construing civil rights guaranteed 
| by the Constitution, the Supreme Court split 5 to 4 yesterday. 
It threw its weight, as Associate Justice Douglas said, “on the 
side of Jawless search and seizure.” 
_ Jt took the court five opinions to tell what it was deciding, 
and why. Even then two of the four justices who joined. in the 
opinion of the court, written by the fifth, Associate Justice Jack- 


son, dissented from one finding of that opinion. 


And Associate 


Justice Clark, fifth member of the majority, said he was on that 
side only because he was following a 1949 decision of the court 


which he thought was wrong. 


Moreover, Associate Justice 
Jackson, who wrote the majority 
opinion, and Chief Justice War- 
ren, who joined with him in it. 
recommended that the clerk of 
the Supreme Court certify the 
record of the case to the Attor- 
ney General with a view toward 
prosecutién, under federal civil 
rights statutes, of the California 
officials who participated in the 
“unconstitutional wrong that 
has been done in this instance.” 

(The Associated Press re- 
ported the Justice Department 
said later that in view of the 
criticisms voiced by some mem- 
bers of the court, Assistant At- 
terney General Warren Olney 
11I has asked the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation to make a 
complete inquiry to determine 
whether any of the police actions 
red violated federal civil rights 
e‘atutes.

The wrong was the arrest and 
conviction of a Long Beach 
‘Calif.) gambler who appealed 
his conviction on the ground 
that it was unconstitvtional. The 
court found it was unconstitu- 
tional, all right, but he would 
still have to go to jail. 

The gambler was Patrick E. 
Irvine, sentenced to 18 months 
in prison with the alternative of 
a year in jail and a $1500 fine. 


He had purchased a $50 federal | 


gambling tax stamp, and Cali- 
fornia police knew this but 
lacked other evidence. So, in his 
absence, on Dec. 1, 1951, they 
got a locksmith to go to his 
home and make a door. key. 
Using this, they entered the 
house, installed a microphone, 
bored a hole in the reof,: and 
strung wires to a garage nearby 
where police officers could 
listen in. 

A few days later, again using 
their key, they entered the house 
again and moved the microphone 
to Irvine’s bedroom. They left 
it there three weeks and moved 
it to a closet where it remained, 
as Justice Jackson wrote “until 
its purpose was accomplished.” 

“Each of these repeated en- 
tries of petitioner's home,” 
wrote Justice Jackson, “was a 
trespass and probably a bur- 
glary, for which any unofficial 
person should be and probably 
would be, severely punished. 

‘Frightening Instruments.’ 

“Science has perfected ampli- 
fying and recording devices to 
hecome frightening instruments 
of surveillance and invasion of 
privacy, whether by the police- 
inan, the blackmailer or the 
busybody. That officers of the 
law will break and enter a home, 
secrete such a device, even in a 
bedroom, and listen to the con- 
versation of the occupant for 
over a month would be almost 
incredible where it not ad- 
mitted. 

“Few police measures have 
come to our attention that more 
flagrantly, deliberately and per- 
sistently violated the fundamen- 
tal principle declared by the 
Fourth Amendment as a restric- 
tion on the Federal Gevernment 
that: ‘The right of the people to 
be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and _ effects, 
against unreasonable searches 
shall not be violated... .’” 

This sounds as though Justice 
Jackson were writing a dissent- 
ing opinion, but he went on to 
say that the court, in its 1949 
decision—the one that Justice 
Clark said was wrong but con- 
trolled his decision yesterday— 
held that in a prosecution in a 
state court, for a state crime, 
Constitution did 
not extend the protection of the 
Bill of Rights to matters..han- 
died by the states. That is, the 
Bill of Rights said the Federal 
Government could not do it, but 
this did not apply to the states. 

As Justice Jackson said yes- 
terday the court, in its 1949 
decision, held that in a prose- 
cution in a state court, for a 
state crime, the Fourteenth 
Amendment does not forbid the 
admission of evidence obtained 
by an unreasonable search and 
seizure.”

He pointed out 
that despite the court’s holding 
that in a federal prosecution 
evidence obtained in violation 
of the Constitution cannot be ac- 
cepted, federal officers still vio- 
late the Constitution. 

Justice Jackson and Chief 
Justice Warren joined in the 
recommendation that the Cali- 
fornia officers who arrested and 
prosecuted irvine be prosecuted 
under the federal civil rights 
statutes. Justices Reed and Min- 
ton, who joined them in the 
opinion, dissented. Justice 
Clark, who wrote a _ separate 
concurring opinion, had his own 
reason, as noted. 


Dissenting Justices. 


Dissenting were Associate Jus- 
tices Black ‘with whom Associ- 
ate Justice Douglas joined, al- 
though Douglas wrote his sepa- 
rate opinion adding additional 
reasons to those of Black) and 
Associate Justice Frank‘urter, 
with whom Associate Justice 
Burton joined .

It showed, as he said: “As 
long as the courts will receive 
the evidence, the police will act 
lawlessly and the rights of the 
individual will suffer.” 

Associate Justice Frankfurter, 
with Associate Justice Burton, 
also dissented. Theirs was a 
legalistic argument. Whereas 
the decision of Black and Doug- 
jas, was based on the Fourth 
Amendment — the protection 
against illegal search and seiz- 
ure—Frankfurter and Burton 
found other ground—the due 
process clause of the Fifth 
Amendment. They said the con- 
viction of Irvine violated the 
Fifth Amendment, and _ the 
Fourteenth, which extends the 
due process clause to the states. 

Whatever amendments may or 
may not have been violated, a 
majority of the court said the 
man still must go to jail.

We favor a-Mexican national farm labor 
importation program incorporating the fol- 
lowing major features: 


1. Establishment of worker responsibility 
by provision for temporary withholding of a 
portion of earnings until the contract is com- 
pleted. 
2. Recruitment of workers in border areas 
as well as in the interior of Mexico. 
3. Simplified entry provisions. 
4. Minimum government supervision .. . 
in the contractual relationship between 
workers and employers. re *. 
5. Maximum decentralization of admin- 
istration of the program, including the pro- 
cedure for determining prevailing wages. 
Point 1 holds the Mexican migrant (bracero) 
responsible for carrying out his employer's

“For example, Peint 2 means that braceros 
would fleck into a huge labor market at the 
border, where they could be recruited without 
much supervision by their own Government.

PHOENIX, Ariz., Feb. 9 (UP) 


~-Hard luck pro Ed Furgol of 
St. Louis, won a double victory 
with his eleventh-hour victory 
over Cary Middlecoff in the 
dramatic over-time play-off that 
gave him the $10,000 Phoenix 
Open golf championship. 

It was the first major tourna- 
ment triumph since 1947 for the 
St. Louis veteran Westwood 
Country Club professional. 

Furgol and Middlecoff were 
tied at the end of 72 holes Sun- 
day with scores of 272. He 
trailed the Memphis (Tenn.) 
dentist by two strokes going into 
the eighteenth hole of the play- 
off yesterday. 

But fate, and a decision by 
Middlecoff against using a No. 2 
iron on his second shot on the 
eighteenth, took a hand. Middle- 
coff’s second shot on the eight- 
eenth zoomed far to the left of 
the green, against a wire fence. 

Middlecoff took six strokes on 
the par five hole, while Furgol, 
whose second shot landed in a 
trap, sank a putt of about 12 
feet for a birdie that tied the 
two golfers at 71—even par. 

It was no contest on the first 
“sudden-death” hole, as Middle- 
coff lofted his approach shot 
far to the left of the green. He 
was short of the cup on his fifth 
shot, and when Furgol dropped 
his approach shot one foot from 
the hole, he conceded defeat. 

The victory gave Furgol $2000 
in first prize money and left him 
eligible for the tournament of 
champions at Las Vegas, Nev., 
next spring. Middlecoff won 
$1400 in second prize money. 
Both men pocketed an extra 
$301.88 as their share of the gate 
for the playoff, resulting from 
a gallery of some 1500. 

Authough the golf wasn’t al- 
ways the most brilliant, it lacked 
nothing in the way of thrills and 
competition. The two men never 
were separated by more than 
two strokes, and usually alter- 
nated in displays of spectacular 
recoveries and wandering drives 
and approach shots. 

Furgol birdied the first, sev- 
enth, eighth, tenth and eight- 
eenth holes, but bogied the sixth,

who manage big league base- 
ball teams will assemble their 
pupils in Florida, 
and California and there de- 
liver elevating and instruct- 
ing against loose living. Pure 
thinking will be spoken of 
highly. Habits of moderation 
will be strongly recommend- 
ed — regular meals, regular 
hours of sleep. 

Unfortunately, the men 
who need this advice most 
will not be present to hear 
it. The men who need it 
most are those responsible 
for the major league playing 
schedules. They are the 
thieves of time, the destroyers 
of sleep, the enemies of 
orderliness. 

The schedules for 1954, re- 
cently published, make it 
utterly impossible for a ball- 
player to live anything like a 
normal life between April 13 
and September 26. And the 
schedules as drawn now don’t 
begin ‘to tell the whole story, 
which will develop as post- 
ponements add doublehead- 
erg and twilight-night affairs 
to the confusion. 


No longer is any serious at- 
tention paid to the old policy 
against night games on the 
date of a team’s departure 
for another city. As the sea- 
son goes on, exceptions will 
be made to the rule against 
twi-night productions at the 
end of a series. Where a 
choice is offered between the 
traveling team’s well-being 
and the home team’s profit, 
decisions will be made un- 
hesitatingly. 

An Expensive Sport. 

N spite of the judicial dic- 

tum characterizing base- 

ball as a sport rather than 
a business, it is an expensive 
. Sport and operating a major 
league team is an expensive 
hobby. It is not unreason- 
able for the owners to seek 
some financial returns. Night 
baseball is one means toward 
this end, because there are a 
great many more people at 
leisure in the evenings than 
in the afternoons. 


There is, however, such a 
thing as carrying the profit 
motive too far. There should 
be some thought for the game 
as well as for the box office. 

The home schedule for the 
Cardinals calls for fifty-three 
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day games are Sunday dates, 
when it is considered immor- 
al to play in the evening. One 
is April 13, opening day, and 
three are Saturdays when the 
visiting team must jump over- 
night to another city for one 
or two Sunday games. 

Only six of St. Louis’ after- 
noon games are booked in 
mid-week, and then only on 
getaway days when it would 
be virtually impossible for the 
visiting team to keep its en- 
gagement in the next town if 
it had to wait and play at 
night. 

Where the jump is com- 
paratively short, to Cincin- 
nati or Chicago, the last game 
in St. Louis is scheduled for 
night. The visiting players 
can hustle through their post- 
midnight dinners, hurry to bed 
and get up early for a day- 
light journey. 

Well, they’re young and 
strong. They can grab a ham- 
burger once in a while instead 
of a square meal, and they 
may be able to sleep imme- 
diately after eating. If there 
are some short nights in the 
summer, maybe it'll rain in 
the next town and then they 
can catch up on sleep. 

After all, who had less sleep 
than Babe Ruth? And he 
wasn't bad in his day. Or 
perhaps there are some own- 
ers today who never heard of 
Babe Ruth. 


Never Cleared Up. 


HERE is one mystery 
T about the baseball of these 

days, or nights, that no- 
body seems able to clear up. 
It is generally agreed among 
the older generations that 
pitchers today aren't to be 
compared with the giants of 
earlier times. Everybody 
knows the ball is livelier than 
it used to be. 

Yet we don’t have any 
Hornsbys batting .424 these 
days, or any Sislers hitting 
420 or any Al Simmonses 
missing the batting champion- 
ship at .386 because a Harry 
Heilmann is around doing 
seven points better. 

Why is that? If the pitch- 
ing is poorer and the ball 
livelier, why doesn't every- 
body bat .400?

There is no change of season 
except from wet to dry; the heat 
is stifling the year round in the 
areas where most persons live. 
The Indonesian government has 
been criticized in American pub- 
lications for shutting up shop at 
2 p.m. daily, thus furnishing a 
bad example for all workers, but 
acvually government workers put 
in better than a 40-hour week. 

There is a limit to the amount 
of humid heat the body can en- 
dure, and neafly all activities 
cease at 2 p.m., particularly in 
Djakarta, which has a popula- 
lation of 2,500,000. Poorer Indo- 
nesians swarm in the afternoon 
to the Djakarta sewers to bathe 
and wash clothes. These shame- 
ful cesspools were built as canals 
by the Dutch. There are no in- 
sect screens in Djakarta, and 
flies and mosquitoes migrate un- 
molested from sewer to market 
and dinner table. 

These notes may give an idea 
of what Djuanda faces, and when 
he talks of industrialization it 
becomes apparent he is starting 
just about from scratch.

IT WAS TWELFTH NIGHT, the Epiphany, the feast 
of Three Kings.

food. 

Preceded by the Bishop in mitre and robes, they en- 
tered the cathedral carrying lighted candles and marched 
two by two down the aisle. They blew out the candles after 
reaching their pews, the altar lights were snuffed out, the 
cathedral was black. Out of the darkness came a voice 
preaching in French, “They that sat in darkness and the 
shadow of death—” The voice described the darkness of 
ignorance, superstition, hatred and malice. It told of the 
birth of the Child, and a single bright light appeared on 
the altar, then other lights on each side. The Scouts lighted 
their candies. Ushers passed candles out to the congrega- 
tion and they were lighted from neighbor to neighbor. The 
whole cathedral was ablaze. 

The preacher went on. “The light that shineth in dark- 
ness—This is the light that lighteth every man that cometh 
into the world—Ye are the light of the world .. .” 

The Bishop and the officiants left the cathedral to the 
recessional hymn, then the Scouts, followed by the con- 
gregation. Still singing, still holding the lighted candles, 
they marched outside around the cathedral square, under 
the dark trees.

This baby 
may be a stranger to you or may be an old acquaintance. 

But because of his relationship to you, you greet him 
warmly. You expect that he will return the greeting with 
similar warmth. Because, after all, you are his parent, or 
aunt, or grandmother, as the case may be. (Also, most of 
us like to feel that we are just the type that babies and 
dogs take to.) 

And what happens? 

The baby spurns you. He looks at you with slightly 
unfocussed eyes. Or maybe he focusses on you, but, if so, 
coldly. He blows his lips out. Or turns down the corners 
of his mouth. In short—he doesn't return your greeting.

OR WORSE! Every time you come within his line 
of vision he starts to cry, and if you try to pick him up he 
screams in earnest. This of course is extremely disconcert- 
ing. (Especially to a new grandmother.) 

So what do you do? Actually, not too many alternatives 
suggest themselves. Mostly you either keep trying, or 
you go away. 


But whichever alternative you choose, our suggestion

SO TRY TO REMEMBER at least two things. First, 
that some babies just by temperament respond very slowly 
to anything at all that is new.

Other babies—perhaps the majority—for the most 
part friendly and outgoing by responsive to any friendly 
approach—nevertheless go through periods when they view 
anything or anybody new or strange with alarm.

“DON’T STALL!” 
O THE correspondent who 
poses the question of stall as 
a slang expression connoting 
evasion or deliberate delay, we 
can say yes, this is an Ameri- 
canism., 

The verb itself is, of course, 
time-honored English, signifying 
to remain in one spot. Its ortho- 
dox meaning would take us as 
far as the “stalling” of a motor, 
and in this sense of simple 
stoppage there are illustrations 
galore from horse and buggy 
days. 

However today, when a cross- 
examiner says to a witness on 
the stand, “Give us the facts, 
now, don’t stall,” he voices ob- 
jection to delaying tactics, to 
obstructing the progress of the 
case. Thus to stand still makes 
metaphor. 

How this came about is not 
difficult to understand. First, 
there is a considerable literature 
of usage such as the following, 
quoted from “The Stranger in 


some time unable to drag the 
wagon through the _ worst 
places.” Surely a wagon stalled 
in “the worst places” becomes 
an obstruction. 

but it was not until the turn 
of the present century that the 
word began to appear in print 
in the sense of calculated inac- 
tivity or obstructing delay. 

By 1916 we find a good ex- 
ample of this in Bertha Sin- 
clair’s “Phantom Herd,” pub- 
lished in Boston in that year. 
The author, who was known as 
well under the name of Bower, 
had one of her characters make 
the statement, “I stalled around 
out there till my money gave 
out.’

Houses 
were the beginning, and by 
1940, Wilson was one of the 
group associated in the develop- 
ment of St. Ann’s Village. 


But, as Wilson puts it, “Con- 
struction is construction.” And 
he’s got into nearly every phase 
of it. He has handled heavy 
construction jobs and big earth- 
moving projects in many parts 
of the Middle West. Right now 
he has a hand in preparing the 
ground for Famous-Barr’s big 
Northland shopping center, An- 
other project is Blackberry Es- 
tates, a development of larger 
homes in University City. 


Taking all his projects to- 
gether, Wilson has built his in- 
terest in building into a string 
of corporations with an annual 
gross in the neighborhood of 
$7,000,000. There’s the Glasgow 
Village Development Corp., the 
direct outgrowth of his personal 
control of the village project 
from its start. There’s a con- 
tracting company; there’s a real 
estate firm; there’s a corpora- 
tion that repairs and rebuilds 
heavy construction machinery; 
there’s a company that’s added

The exact line along which all 


these related undertakings are 
going to grow is not yet perfect- 
ly clear—least of all, to Wilson.

County, where the latest meth- 
ods of grain and cattle farming 


‘are being put into practice. 


Essentially, however, construc- 
tion and community develop- 
ment are the core of Wilson's 
thinking and activity. The Glas- 
gow Village Shopping Center, 
now under construction, is a 
case in point. Its design and pro- 
jected operation plan are the 
result of extended study with 
the Urban Land Institute, a re- 
search organization pioneering 
in the field of efficient land use. 
A successful shopping center in 
the village, Wilson feels, may 
lead to others. “There’s lots to 
be done,” he says. “First-class 
shopping centers are a big part 
of the community development 
picture.”

HE gist of the matter is that 


Wilson is putting the busi- 

ness of making houses and 
laying out communities on a 
basis that could not have been 
envisioned 20 years ago.

A SCIENTIST has figured out 
the amount of blood which the 
heart sends arounds the body. In 
24 hours, he states, the heart 
pumps 10 tons of blood through 
the body of an adult of average 


|| size 


To a large extent, the same 
blood is pumped around and 


during its journey, but we hard- 
ly can describe it as “new 
blood.” 


The heart (like the lungs) is 
guarded by the ribs and the 
breastbone. The heart needs to 
be well guarded; if it is cut, 
death usually follows. 

The heart has walls of muscle, 
and by their power the blood is 
sent around the body. The right 
side of the heart takes in blood 
which has come back from the 
cells, and sends the blood to the 
lungs. After getting a fresh 
supply of oxygen from the lungs, 
the blood passes to the left side 
of the heart. From there it is 
squeezed out with such force
